more Is Badly Wounded by 
Masked Man on Atlantie 

City's Promenade.

WOMAN WITH THE VICTIM 


Maryland Society Leader at Man's 
Side When Bullet Pierces 
Side; Police Believe Cul- 
prit Is Shielded.

Atlantic City, N. J., Aug. 27.—[{Special.)— 
Shot down im the glare of myrtads of electric 
lights on the board walk last night br a 
masked stranger, Charlee B. Roberts, a 
financier and social leader of Baltimore, may 
not recover, while his mysterious aesailant, 
who fled immediately after the shooting, 1 
at large. 

The bullet pierced Roberta’ side ‘and lodged 
in the region of the liver. He s in a pri- 
vate ward in the city hospital and his condi- 
tion will not permit an operation at present. 


Accompanied by Married Woman. 

At the time of the shooting, which oe 
curred at half past 10 o’clock, an early hour 
for Atiantic City promenaders, Roberts was 
in a rolling chair accompanied by a womas 
who gave the name of Mre. F. G. Wm. 
jams of Baltimore. Both of the principals 
have been stopping at the Hotel Brighton, 
the most fashionable hotel on the island. 
and are said to have been out on frequent 
jaunts together. They disclaim all knowl- 
edge of the assaflant and both stick to the 
story that a masked man fired the fatal 
shot. 

It looks to me as if an effort is being 
made to shield the culprit,” said Captain of 
Detectives Walen. We have only Mr. 
Roberts’ statement, and it is accepted until 
we ascertain differently.” 

Asked if it looked like a self-inflicted 
wound, he emphatically said: No.” Ques- 
tioned whether he belleved any woman is 


Involved in the shooting, he replied, evasive- 


ly, that there is no evidence that such is the 
truth. Chief of Police Woodruff says he does 
not believe there was an attempt at robbery. 

Roberts is president of the Baltimore Sup- 
ply company. He is about 38 years of age and 
a son of the late former attorney general, 
Charles Boyle Roberts of Westminster. 

In 1894 he married Miss Mery G. Sloan, 
youngest daughter of the late James Sloan, 
banker and railroad director. 

Suppress Facts of Crime. 

The shooting has thrown the entire resort 
into the greatest excitement. Although the 
shooting happened last night, the injured 
man Was secretly spirited to a hospital and 
details of the affair were so carefylly sup- 
pressed by influential friends of the principals 
that the news did not leak out until this after- 
noon. So far the police have been compietely, 
baffied, but are working out several clues 
and arrests are expected in a few hours. 

According to statements issued tonight; 
Roberts and Mrs. Williams had supper in the 
café at the Hotel Shelburn late in the even- 


a closed rolling chair. A driving rain had 
cleared the walk of nearly all of its prome- 
naders and the promenade was deserted at 
the upper end. As the chair proceeded to- 
wards Rhode Island avenue a heavily masked 
figure suddenly darted out of the shadows, 
snatched away the rubber covering the front 
of the chair and quickly ordered Roberts to 
get out. Scarcely had Roberts touched 
the boardwalk when the stranger raised a 
revolver and fired at him at close range. 
Roberts fell with a groan and a stream of 
blood trickled from the wound and dyed the 
shirt bosom of hie evening dress a brilliant 
crimson. 


Said It Was a Robber. 

Two blocks away Alfred Rust, a policeman, 
heard the shots and rushed to the scene. He 
Saw a stylishly dressed man staggering to 
his feet at the side of the rolling chair in 
which a young women, handsomely gowned, 
was weeping hysterically. 

“Quick! Take me to a hospital,” gasped 
Roberts, as the bluecoatran up. As he was 
placed in the rolling cheir and hurried up 
one of the avenues Roberts briefly told the 
policeman he had been held up by a masked 
man and gave him what Httle description he 
was able to supply. 

Rust hailed a passing automobile, and, 
placing the injured man in the tonneau, made 
a quick run to the hospital. Mrs. Williams 
followed in a bus, but after inquiring as to 
the injured man’s condition returned to the 
hotel, where interviewers have since been 
unable to reach her. Roberts remained un- 
conscious for several hours, but revived suffi- 
ciently this morning to reiterate his state- 
ment to the police that an utter stranger had 
done the shooting. 


Daring Amazes the Police. 

The audacity of the crime has completely 
astounded the police, who are amazed that 
such a thing could occur under the lights of 
the board walk without the slightest clew 
being left by the assailant, Jess Jackson, a 
white chair pusher, who was running the 
chair in which Roberts and his companion 
were riding, was arrested immediately after 
the shooting as a witness and closely ques- 
tioned by detectives. 

He sticks to the same story as told by Rob- 
erts and the woman. He was too frightened 
to catch more than a passing glimpse of the 
stranger and declares the thing was over so 
quickly that the man was gone before he 
knew what had happened, 

No one can be found who was in the vicin- 
ity of the shooting to add any new light to the 
mystery. The peculiar circumstances of the 
crime led to the belief that the man followed 
the rolling chair for some distance while it 
was on the lower end of the board walk and 
then darted down on the beach and ran ahead 
to ié in concealment in one of the pavilions. 


Mrs. W. 8. G. Williams Denies. 

Baltimore, Mad., Aug. 27.—Friends of Mrs. 
W. S. G. Williams in this city say that in a 
telephonic conversation with her she stated 
that she was not the Mrs. Williams reported 
to have been with Roberts at the time of the 
shooting. 

Roberts, whose wife and four children are 
summering in New Hampshire, left Balti- 
more about 1 o'clock yesterday afternoon for 
a run down to New York by sea on a business 
trip. He told his business associates he 
would return to Baltimore this morning. 
Roberts is a brother-in-law of Robert N. 
Sloan, and is prominent in local banking 
eircles. Other sisters of Mrs. Roberts are 
Mise Nannie Sloan, now summering at Bev- 
erly Farms, Mass., and Mrs. Epaminondas

Agents of Union Said to Have Called 


Strikes Without Cause. 


Charging that Business Agents Garvinand 
Simon O’ Donnell of the plumbers’ union have 
entered into a conspiracy to destroy the 
business of the Shilvock Plumbing Supply 
company, W. H. Shilvock, formerly head of 
the concern and now retired in favor of his 
son, yesterday appealed to the Chicago Em- 
ployers’ association for protection for his 
son’s business, 

Mr. Shilvock declared that O'Donnell and 
Garvin have called strikes and tied up 
the work on more than a score of buildings 
on the north and northwest sides in which 
plumbing materials made by the Shilvock 
company were being used. 


The strikes, it was declared, were called 


by the business agents as a result of a re 
fusal on the part of Shilvock to pay trib- 
ute.“ 

Mr. Shilvock first presented his case to 
Secretary John M. Glenn of the IIIInois 
Manufacturers’ association. Mr. Glenn took 
the matter under consideration, and then 
referred the complainant to Secretary Fred 
W. Job of the Chicago Employers’ asso- 
ciation. Secretary Job and Mr. Shilvock will 
have a second conference this morning. 

The evidence in the case then will be put 
in shape for presentation to State's Attorney 
Healy, who will be asked by Mr. Shilvock 
to prosecute the labor men to the limit of 
the law in such cases. 


Says Bribe Was Demanded. 

Mr. Shilvock told Secretary Glenn that he 
visited a business agent at the Briggs house 
several months ago, when his firm first was 
threatened by the labor leaders. He said the 
union official pointedly asked him to pay “a 
certain sum of money for which the agent 


would “jab the other plumbin;} supply 


houses and compel plumbing contractors to 
use the Shivlock company's products.” 

The theatened manufacturer refused point 
blank to aceede to the demands, and from 
that time the persecution of the concern was 
increased in violence by the labor men. Mr. 
Shilveck gave the names of a large number 
of plumbing contractors against whom 
strikes have been called because they used 
goods made by the Shilvock company. 

Among the gontractors is Paul Eichen- 
baum, Armitage and Kedzie avenues. The 
latter recently bought fittinge from the Shil- 
yock company for the first time 


threats of the labor leaders. 

A few days after Eichenbaum had bought 
the fittings a strike was called on his build- 
ing. Business agents. drove around to the 
various jobs in an automobile and called 
the men out on strike. 3 


Men Ordered to Quit Work. 


When the agents reached a building under 
construction where Shilvock fittings” were 
being used they stopped and called out to the 
plumbers: 

„Come down out of that building. Don't 
you know those fittings are from the Shil- 


vock company and not to be touched? 


These threats were successful in every in- 
stance, the men leaving their work at the 
word of command of the business agents. 

„ Unioniem does not enter into the case, 
said Mr. Shilvock. It is purely a matter 
of persecution because we refused to obey 
certain demands. A business agent has told 
geveral plumbing contractors that if they 
will buy their supplies from the Central 
Foundry Supply company they will not be 
molested. The. product of this company is 
mostly nonunion.”

Certain 
it is that they are accomplishing their object 
of ruining our business. 

I am getting my evidence together with a 
view to criminal prosecution. It is strange 
that a young man can’t operate in this city 
without paying tribute to labor leaders.“ 


Wants Injury Protection Law. 
A state wide campaign heving for its ob- 


injury workingmen engaged in dangerous 
occupations has been started by President 
Edwin R. Wright of the Illinois State Federa- 
tion of Labor. 

Statiatics on the number of employés in 
various occupations killed or injured during 
the last year are being prepared and will 
be sent to all organizations affiliated with the 
state labor federation. These unions will 
be asked to codperate with the central or- 
ganization in boosting candidates for the 
legislature who are favorable to a pro- 
tected machinery and dangerous occupa- 
tions *’ law. 

A report has been prepared by President 
Wright showing the number of workmen in 
various industries in IlMnois killed and in- 
jured in the period from July 1, 1907, to Dec. 
31, 1907. Of 1,802 accidents reported to the 
state bureau of labor statistics 208 were fatal 
and 1,004 nonfatal. A report covering all ac- 
cidents in Chicago in the first six months 
of 1908 will be ready today.

| HELPED TO CAUSE PANIC. 


Overspeculation and Multiplying of 
Institutions Result of Law. ~ 


New York. Aug. 27.—[Special. }—William H. 
Taft's reminder in bis Hot Springs state- 
ment of Wednesday that the scheme of guar- 
anteeing bank deposits, advocated for the 
national banks by William J. Bryan and the. 
democratic platform, has been tried without 
success In New York, led today to the uncov- 
ering of an interesting chapter of the finan- 
cial history of this state which hes a peculiar 
interest at this time. The bank deposit 
scheme was in effect here from 1829 until 
1842 and its results were anything but satis- 
factory from a depositor’s point of view. 

The facts as to the law's operation are 
clearly set forth in a work entitled The 
History of Banking,” by John J. Knox. It 
was called the New York safety fund system, 
and the bill passed by the legislature in 1820 


then existing as might be willing to avail 
themselves of the law by rechartering pur- 
suant to its provisions should pay into the 
state controller and treasurer one-half of 1 
per cent on their capital stock annually 1 
a fund of 8 per cent was created. 


Pay Losses of Failures. 

Out of the fund, as created, the losses to 
depositors in failed institutions were to be 
paid, and when the fund was reduced below 
the standard 3 per cent on the capital stock 


made good by further assessments, 

The bill provided further that the bank 
safety fund should be the subject of special 
supervision, and to this end three banking 
commissioners were appointed with power to 
make regular examinations at intervals of 
four months and special examinations when- 
ever they saw fit. All told, the measure was 
considered the acme of perfection, as indi- 
cated from this statement of the senate 
banking committee in reporting the measure: 

“The committee flatters itself that it has 
hit upon a measure that will possess the 
valuable recommendations of creating a com- 
plete and infallible security to creditors 
and that will impart a solidarity to the cur- 
rency and to the bank paper of the state not 
equaled by any in the world.” 


ation Follows Law. 

But these bright hopes were not realised. 
The first result of the bill was a speculative, 
craze for starting new banks subject to its 
provisions, which was made easier because 
the stocks of such an institution found a 
ready sale throughout this state and else- 
where among investors who had heard of the 
wonderful safety fund scheme. Agencies 
were organized throughout the country to 
promote the sale of these securities, and 
“melons” were cut for the political and 
personal friends of individuals engaged in 
the speculation. 

Next came an era of contests for the control 
of institutions so established. The commis- 
sioners appointed under the safety fund law 
became alarmed and remarked that the new 
incorporations exceeded the limits of rea- 
sonable investment. 

As early as 1882 the bad effects of the 
scheme beeame felt. A large increase of 
currency followed the establishment of the 
host of safety fund banks, which encour- 
aged overtrading and was considered one of 
the causes of the financial crisis of 1834-6. 

In 1836 specie payments were suspended 
and affaires speedily went from bad to worse 
until 1841, when ten out of ninety safety fund 
tanks falled and revealed the fact that the 
fund accumulated was notoriously insuffi- 


cient to pay the debts of the suspended banks. 
The law was repealed the following year, and 
it was not for fifteen years afterward that

Wissaneis Statesman Dies After 
Second Stroke of Paralysis. 


LINGERED FOR FIVE WEEKS. 


Death Occurs at Madison, Where De- 
ceased Had Spent His Life. 


Madison, Wis., Aug. 27.—Col. William F. 
Vilas died at 10:45 o'clock this morning fol- 
lowing five weeks of illness. 

When Dr. Philip Fox called upon the colo- 
nel this morning he found him unusually 
cheerful amd bright, amd believed he showed 
signs of remarkable improvement. Shortly 
after 10 o'clock, while the nurses were ad- 
ministering a bath to the patient, they no- 
tioed that he weakened very quickly. An 
attempt was made to reach the doctor, but 
Col. Vilas died before he could be called. 
Dr. Charles H. Vilas of New York, who has 
been staying at the home, was not present. 
Dr. Fox believes that the immediate cause of 
death was a second stroke of paralysis. 

Col. Vilas tuffered a cerebral hemerrhage 
early on the morning of July 20 at his home in 


Madison. 

Sketch of His Career. 
William F. Vilas was peculiarly the fore- 
‘most citizen of Madison, Wis., for in that 
classic town he lived since his eleventh year, 
leaving it only to go to war or to remove 
temporarily to Washington while in the pub- 
lic service. 
At the time of his death he was the work- 
ing member of the commission of tive which 
had in charge the. erection of Wisconsin’s 
new $6,000,000 capitol building and he also 
was a-member of the state board appointed 
to supervise the erection of Wisconsin’s me- 
morial monument to the soldiers of the state 
who fell at the siege of Vicksburg. 
Col. Vilas came of goed political. stock, his 
father, Judge Levi Vilas, having been a mem- 
ber of the ‘Vermont legislature and later 
prominent in Wisconsin official life, a mem- 
ber of the legislature and a number of im- 
portant commissions. Col. Vilas was born in 
1840. 

Member of Cleveland Cabinet. 
Gradually, however, after he had achieved 
at the age of 30 the practical leadership of 
the Wisconsin bar, he became a member of 
the democratic national committee and active 
in the party councils, with the result that 
when Cleveland was elected president he was 
offered and accepted the place of postmaster 
general in his cabinet, resigning his seat in 
the legislature to do so. There he made a 
record for unwinding miles of red tape that 
cumbered the department and placing the 
administration of the postoffice on a business- 
like and sound basis. 

He had scarcely finished that task when 
Secretary Lamar resigned from the depart- 
ment of the interior and President Cleve- 
land appointed Col. Vilas to the vacancy. 

When the campaign of 1890 opened Col. 
Vilas took the leadership of his party in 
the state and conducted a brilliant fight on 
local issues. A democratic legislature was 
seated in consequence and Col. Vilas was 
elected United States senator from Wiscon- 
sin. In the senate he made a record during 
his six years of service for consum- 
mate ability in affairs of state, particularly 
in those matters before ‘congress touching 
on constitutional law. 

During the latter years of his life Col. Vilas 
devoted himself to his law practice, which 
was ever a large and successful one, and to 
his home. He was for years chief counsel for 
the Chicago and Northwestern railroad. 


OBITUARY. 


MRS. SARAH J. DUNHAM, prominently 
connected with the growth of the Methodist 
Episcopal church in Chicago, died at her 
residence, 1414 Judson avenue, Evans- 
ton, on Wednesday, at the age of 72 years. 
Mrs. Dunham came to Chicago in 1841 from 
Danville, III., where she was born. Mr. and 
Mrs. Dunham were among the founders of 
Grace Methodist Episcopal church. Mrs. 
Dunham was a member of the Evanston 
Women's club. She is survived by two sons, 
W. H. Dunham and George S. Dunham. The 
funeral will be held from the house tomor- 
row afternoon at 2:30 o'clock.

Lauds New State's Measure. 

In his address urging the desirability of a 
national guaranty of bark deposits law to- 
nibht, Mr. Bryan drew a picture of the bene- 
fits as he saw them of the Oklahoma state 
law. He chose Kansas as the place to tell all 
about the proposed legislation, he said, be- 
cause Kansas is a neighbor to the common- 
wealth where the benefits of the scheme have

„ Oklahoma's plan,“ said Mr. Bryan, has 
been so successful that deposits have been 
drawn across the line from your state into 
Oklahoma. This invasion was so alarming 
that your governor urged the passage of a 
law similar to Oklahoma's. The influence of 
the large banks was sufficient to prevent the 
enactment of the needed law—so you still 
suffer. ‘er 

But you know its necessity. You have 
seen fifty-four national banks taking advan- 
tage of Oklahoma's system and reaping a rich 
reward. You heard the echo of the blow 
struck at these banks by the attorney general 
—that echo being the surrender in Oklahoma 
by national banks of their charters, that they 
might become state banks to enjoy the bene- 
fits of the system. 


Wants Depositors Made Secure. 

„Why not make the depositor secure?’ 
continued Mr. Bryan. The United States 
government requires the deposit of specific 
security when it intrusts money toa national 
bank, although it can examine the bank at 
any time; the state requires security when 
it deposits money in a bank; the county re- 
quires security, and the city requires secur- 
ity; even the banks require security from the 
officials who handle money. Why should the 
depesitor be left to take his chances? 

Not only is the depositor without protec- 
tion but the security given to nation, state, 
county, and city lessens his security. They 
are preferred creditors; they have a mort- 
gage on the gilt edged assets and the deposi- 
tor must get along as best he can with what 
remains. Why are the interests of depositors 
thus neglected? i‘ 

A bank asks deposits on the theory that 
the depositor is sure of the return of his 
money, and the laws ought to make the facts 
conform to the theory. The depositor, the 
community, and the banker himself will de 
benefited by legislation which will give to 
every depositor the assurance that that 
which is committed to the keeping of the 
bank will be available to meet his needs at 
any time. Such is not the case today, for 
while all banks are reasonably secure, they 
are not absolutely so. This statement can be 
verified in several ways. 


Lessons Learned in Panic. 

For years efforts have been made in con- 
gress and in the various states to secure a 
law guaranteeing deposits, but the influence 
of the great banking institutions has been 
sufficient to prevent action. Last fall, how- 
ever, when the banks by a concerted action 
suspended payments on checks, the deposi- 
tors were everywhere brought to a realiza- 
tion of the fact that their deposits are in fact 
loans, payable on demand under ordinary 
circumstances, but payable at the will of the 
bank in emergencies. The depositors suf- 
fered a considerable loss during the suspen- 
siom of payments, and they have not forgot- 
ten the lesson they then learned. 

The republican platform is silent on the 
subject, and the republican candidate not 
only does not advocate a compulsory system 
but specifically and emphatically opposes it. 
He says the proposition is to tax the honest 
and prudent banker to make up for the dis- 
honesty and imprudence of others. Does not 
the honest and prudent banker under existing 
laws suffer in order that the depositor may 
be protected from the dishonest and impru- 
dent? If we had no banking laws at all and 
banking was done by private individuals, the 
honest and prudent banker would save the 
money that he now pays for enforced exami- 
nations of his bank, asf he could at time: 
make interest on a par Nof the money he is 
now required to keep in his vault as a rigid 
reserve. But because some bankers are not 
prudent, these laws place a burden upon the 
good as well as the bad, it being difficult to 
distinguish the prudent banker from the im- 
prudent one until a bank actually fails. 


Mutual Responsibility as Safeguard. 

“The chief cause of bank failures is the 
making of excessive loans to directors or offi- 
cials of the bank. This is the fruitful cause 
of disaster, and it has been impossible to 
secure legislation protecting banks from 
their own officials and directors. Why? Be- 
cause there has been no mutual responsibil- 
ity. When all banks become Hable for the 
deposits of each, the stockholders will insist 
upon the enactment of a law making it a 
criminal offense for.a bank official to loan 
more than the prescribed amount to one indi- 
vidual. 

The republican party proposes the es- 
tablishment of a postal savings bank sys- 
tem; the democratic party prefers the guar- 
anteed bank because it is better for the de- 
positor and better for the banker—it gives 
the depositor the security which he needs 
and yet leaves the banking business in the 
hands of the banks. But the democratic 
platform declares for a postal savings bank 
if the guaranteed bank cannot be secured, 
and in November more than 90 per cent of 
the voters will by their ballot demand either 
the guaranteed bank or the postal savings 
bank. 

Calls G. O. P. Friend of Few. 

“Why has the republican party been so 
quick to respond to the demands of Wall 
street and so slow to yield to the demands of 
the masses? There are two reasons: first, 
the republican party has allowed itself to 
become the servant of the favor seeking cor- 
porations, and, second, too many republican 
leaders: look at questions from the aristo- 
cratic standpoint, the standpoint of the few 
—rather than from the democratic stand- 
point, the standpoint of the many. They 
jiegislate upon the theory that society is sus- 
pended from the top, and they fail, there- 
fore, to understand either the evils that 
afflict the body politic or the remedies that 
are needed. The democratic party, viewing 
questions from the standpoint of the whole 
people, easily sees that which republican 
leaders do not discover, and its femedies be- 
gin with the relief of the average man.”

NEGROES USE CIRCULARS 
IN FIGHT AGAINST TAFT. 


League in Washington Sends Out 
Pamphlets Calling on Blacks of the 
Country to Aid Bryan. 


Washington, D. C., Aug. 27.—[Special.]}—An 
organization known as the National Negro 
American league, which purports to consist 
of twenty national, state, and district polit- 
ical organizations of colored men, with 
branches in every state in the union where 
negroes reside in considerable numbers, 18 
endeavoring to bring about the defeat of Taft 
and Sherman.

HEAR OF AID FROM CROMWELL. 


Local Republicans Discuss Attorney’s 
Reported Contribution of $50,000 
to Campaign Fund. 


Reports from New York yesterday to the 
effect that Wiliam Nelson Cromwell had 
contributed $50,000 to the republican national 
campaign fund caused considerable discus- 
sion in local political circles. 

Fred W. Upham, assistant treasurer of the 
national committee, admittéd that he had 
been told of a contribution made to Treas- 
urer George R. Sheldon by William Nelson 
Cromwell, but did not know what the amount 
was. 

“TI do not know it of my own knowledge,“ 
he said, but I have been told that he con- 
tributed. I do not know to what extent or 
whether it was his personal contribution or 
not.“ 

Local republicans naturally expect a cer- 
tain amount of democratic thunder over the 
money paid into the republican fund by E. 
MK. Harriman's attorney, but say that what- 
ever the amount given it represents simply 
the desire of an admirer of Mr. Taft—as 
Mr. Cromwell is—to ad him in his campaign. 

Railway employés held a meeting at Mc-

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APTER THE RAILWAY SECRETS 


Interstate Commerce Commission 
Asks for Full Information. 


SEEKS FOR MIN UTE DETAIIS. 


Blanks for Annual Reports Intended to 
Obtain Data of Value. 


All the railroads engaged in interstate 
commerce have received from the interstate 
commerce commission outlines of the annual 
reports that they are required to make up 
for the year ended June 30 last. The blanks 
have been delayed in printing and have not 
yet been distributed, but the preliminary 
or skeleton reports include all of the 
questions to be answered, and the accounting 
departments are now compiling the mass of 


No announcement has been made as ‘to 


‘Whether these reports, after being filed with 
the commission, will be open for public in- 


spection. im all their details, but judging 
from the frequently expressed ideas of the 
commission it is considered probable that 


they will. 

The principal parts of the reports will 
clude a mass of statistics of little interest 
to any but railroad accountants and finan- 
lers but the commission requires this year 
several items of interesting information 
which have not been asked for im previous 
reports, and which, although they are in 
many cases a matter of commonly accepted 
knowledge, will possess additionel interest 
when publicly acknowledged. 


Pointed Questions Are Asked. 

A few of the questions which the railroads 
are required/to answer, indicating the thor- 
oughness with which the commission seeks 
to prepare itself to handle the important 
questions involved in its duties, are as fol- 
lows: 

Names of the ten largest holders of voting 
securities, whether these are trustees, and 
for whom, | 

Names of roads controlled, through stock 
ownership or otherwise, and conditions of 


control. 
Under what government is the company 


organized? 

Names and mileage of all roads whose op- 
erations are included in income account. 

Details of outside operations. 

Securities issued during the year, for what 

urpose, and cash realized therefor. 

Railroad and other stocks and bonds owned, 
either directly or indirectly. 

All important changes that have taken 
place during the year, extensions, leases, 
consolidations, or reorganizations. 

Employés and their salaries, from general 
officers down. 

Tonnage and average rates per mile, 

All accidents and their results. 

In addition to the blank forms elaborate in- 
gtructions are furnished for the filling in ‘of 
each schedule. Besides the above these, 
of course, call for the usual information re- 
garding earnings, expenses, capitdlization, 


etc.

CATTLE MEN WIN RATE FIGHT. 


Commerce Commission’s Order for Re- 
duction Includes Lower Terminal 
Charge in Chicago. 


Washington, D. C., Aug. 27.—[(Special.)— 
An order which may mean reparation pay- 
ments to the extent of hundreds of thousands 
of dollars on the part of several railroads was 
issued today by the interstate commerce com- 
mission against the Missouri, Kansas and 
Texas railroad company and fifty-eight other 

ant carriers. 

1 15 in effect, a reduction of the present 
freight rates on range cattle from points in 
Texas, New Mexico, and Oklahoma, to north- 
ern ranges in Wyoming, Nebraska, South 
Dakota, and Montana; also on cattle in car- 
loads from points in the southwest to Chi- 
cago, St. Louis, St. Joseph, Kansas City, New 
Orleans, and Omaha. 

The present, rates are reduced by the com- 
mission all the way from half a cent to8 cents 
a hundred pounds. The reductions, apply- 
ing to every road, are such that if a volley 
of reparation claims are directed against 

they will have to pay dearly for having 
unnecessarily high rates in the past. 

The commission also directed the defendant 
carriers to desist from exacting for delivery 
of five stock in the Union stockyards in 
Chicago, their present terminal charge of 

a car, and to substitute therefor a ter- 
minal charge which shall not exceed 81 à car. 

It is stated that the declaration of un- 
fairness in the mattertof FAterminal charges 
which has been maintained in Chicago will 
itself result in a demand for the return of 
many thousands of dollars.

RCHO OF JUSTICE SHOP DAYS 


Judgment Rendered Against A. 
V. Lee for Withholding Money 


ORDERED TO PAY BACK $165 
} 


Schillinger Brothers Company Claims 


Unusual Court Tactics. 


One of the evils of the old justice shop re- 
ceived its due at the hands of its successor, 
the Municipal court, yesterday when judg- 
ment was rendered against former Justice 
of the Peace A. V. Lee for withholding money 
collected by him. 

The evidence and argument in the case 
Was completed several days ago, but Mu- 
nicipal Judge Maxwell has just announced 
his decision compelling the restoration of 
£145 which the former justice had gathered 
from the debtors of the National Investment 
and Security company, a subscription agency 
now defunct. ' 

It wes asserted by Attorney Elmer E. 
Beach, representing the creditors of this 
concern, that Lee had gone to the officers 
of the company and had made a contract to 
collect hundreds of small claims running 
from $5 to $35 for $7.50 a day while he was 
engaged in the work and half the amount he 
collected. 


Retains Money Collected. 

An advance of $100 was made to him and 
later he collected an additiona) $165, but none 
of it ever was turned over to the subscription 
agency. After the justice.courts had been 
wiped out and Lee had secured an appoint- 
ment in the corporation, counsel's office, 
which he still holds, the holders of claims 
against the concern attempted to persuade 
Lee to relinquish the entire sum, : 

Judge Maxwell in his decision announced 
that the $100 paid in advance was not within 
his jurisdiction, as the illegality of the con- 
tract had been raised only incidentally, but 
he was clear in his decision that Leé had no 
right to withhold the $165 he had collected. 


Claims Unusual Court Tactics. 


Schillinger Bros. company sued yesterday 
to set aside a judgment against it for $04.77 
entered in the Municipal court in favor of 
the Chicago and West Suburban Express 
company. Charges are made that the judg- 
ment was obtained through unusual court 
tactics. 

The judgment was entered by Judge Clar- 
ity, an out of town judge, sitting in the Mu- 
nicipal court July 7. The complainants rep- 
resent they appeared in court July 6 ready 
to proceed with the hearing, but the court 
said he would be unable to take the matter 
up and that he would let it take the usual 
course. : 

With this idea in mind the matter was con- 
sidered settled by the complainants until 
September. Recently they learned judgment 
had been obtained July T.

Says Turk Was Nervous. 

To Inspector John Wheeler of the Harrl- 
son street station Reid told the story of 
his living at the Mather street 2 and 
of his flight when he learned of the murder 
.and the search started by the police. Al- 
though he denied that he saw the Syrian 
boy in the Turk's home, he said Hassin 
Nemmer, instead of retiring to bed early 
on the night that Tuffa disappeared, was 
awake and unusually nervous when he 
knocked for entrance. 

Leaving his small oil lamp dimly burning 
in the tumbledown bedroom, the alleged mur- 
derer shambled over the floor to the kitchen 
door and asked who knocked, according to 
Reid. For weeks it had been the custom 
of Nemmer to carry the little lamp to the 
door when Reid returned from work. 


Recalls Significant Act. 

“TI didnt’ think much of it at that time,“ 
Reid said, but when I heard of the mur- 
der and of the suspicions the police enter- 
tained I thought that probably Nemmer did 
not want me to see all that was in the kitchen. 

“I. lived with the Turk for five weeks 
early in the year, and returned about a week 
or so before the murder. We had many 
quarrels. I came back to Chicago because 
I was starving in New Tork.“

SEEK RECEIVER FOR BROWN 


Bankruptey Petition by Creditors 
of Wall Street Brokers. 


FIRM WILL ‘CONTEST SUIT. 


Member Claims They Are Solvent and 
Blames Others for Failure. 


New York, Aug. 27.—[Special.]—An invol- 
untary petition in hankruptcy was filed 
against A. O. Brown & Co. today in the United 
States District court by Moses H. Grossman, 
an attorney of 115 Broadway. He said he 
would apply for a receivership for the firm 
tomorrow morning before Judge Holt. Mr. 
Grossman has claims for over $200,000. One 
of his clients, Frank V. Srtauss, has a claim 
of $26,215 for damages by breach of contract. 

The petitioners say that the firm of A. O. 
Brown & Co. committed an act of bankruptcy 
when it made a general asignment for the 
benefit of its creditors to John W. Rhoades. 
Mr. Rhoades completed today a statement of 
the firm’s asets and liabilities which he was 
obilged to make to the security company 
which will go on his bond. 


Little Hope of Resumption. 

There were sensational rumors today con- 
cerning another stock exchange house, one 
of whose large customers is reported to have 
been also a heavy trader with A. O. Brown 
& Co. This firm’s position is being watched 
with a great deal of interest. 

That the firm will not resume business was 
apparent today from statements made by 
managers of two branch offices. They said 
Brown had informed them they would be 
wise to look for other jobs, as there was no 
hope that the firm would be able to open up 
again. There were other signs that the firm 
was wrecked hopelessly. 

In spite of these signs, E. F. Buchanan of 
the failed firm gave out a statement in which 
he claimed assets im excess of liabilities. He 
also stated that O. A. Brown & Co. would 
contest the petition in bankruptcy filed to- 
day.

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SCHOOL DANCING? QUICK NO; 
GHOST OF OLD SQUABBLE SEEN 


But Local Educators “Lay” the “Shade” 
in Responding to Prof. Zueblin’s Ad- 
dress in Indiana. 

The ghost of the old time squabble over 

dancing im the public schools bobbed up yes- 

terday, and Chicago educators took prompt 
measures to put it back in its grave. ~ 

The apparition, which has been quiet for 
two years, appeared again when Prof. 
Charles Zueblin, formerly of the University 
of Chicago, in an address before a county 
“ teachers’ institute In Indiana said that 
dancing should be taught in the Chicago 
public schools, ‘ because it promotes fellow- 
ship among the pupils and grace to the body.“ 
“ Dancing is not a part of the public school 
curriculum,” sald Superintendent of Schools 
Edwin G. Cooley. Some two years ago 
opposition arose to the use of school halls 
for dancing even in parties and socials given 
by the alumni of the various schools. So far 
as dancing is concerned, I personally do not 
object to it, but there is widespread opposi- 
tion among parents whenever the subject 
comes up.

Boardjof Review Grants Valuation Re- 
duction of $210,000 After Company 
Head Shows No Lessee Has Profited. 


A reduction of 210,000 in the valuation 
of the Lexington hotel building, Michigan 
boulevard and Twenty-second street, was 
made yesterday by the board of review. The 
cut was made after E. K. Criley, president of 
the Interstate: Hotel company, owner of 
the Lexington, had complained in a letter 
to the reviewers that the ground lease is so 
excessive that “in fifteen years it has ruined 
every proprietor or lessee of the hotel.” 

A valuation of $552,000 was placed on the 
building by the board of assessors. In his 
letter President Criley asserted this was ex- 
cessive and offered proof by quoting the 
hotel for-sale at $300,000. Reviewer Roy O. 
West announced that the assessment had 
been cut to $342,000. A valuation of $168,- 
750 on the land occupied by the hotel bullding 
was confirmed. 

Followtng is -President Priley’s letter of 
complaint: 

The Lexington hotel building was erected 
— 1802 at a cost of $682,000. This, however, 
2 represent the fair cost, as the con- 

tion was paid for and secured by a 
most disadvantageous and pernicious lease. 

The Interstate Hotel company offers the 
hotel for sale today for $300,000, 

“The Lexington hotel is built on ground 
under ninety-nine year lease; sad lease is 
so excessive that in fifteen years it has

Victor Morawetz, chairman of the board 
‘of directors of the Atchison, Topeka and 
Santa Fé, is quoted as saying: 

Recent railroad statements show an im- 
provemtnt in the situation and are fairly sat- 
isfactory. The tonnage of freight originat- 
ing on our own lines is greater than it was 
a year ago. That received from connecting 
lines, largely general merchandise, is still 
small, so that earnings are still under those 
of the previous year, but the crops have made 
the traffic originating with us better than 
it was last summer. 

„Money has been liberally spent in the last 
vear to maintain the Atchison and it is in ex- 
cellent condition. We have made it a rule to 
keep equipment fully repaired and on July 
1 there were as few cars and locomotives in 
shop as it is possible for an operating rail- 
road to have. The percentage of shop cars at 
Ahe present time is unusually low. 

J am hopeful for the fall and winter, but 
1 do not look for a rapid recovery. If the 
railroads should in some way fail to effect 
an increase in freight rates some of them 
would, pull through the depression, and some 
would not. Ultimately rates will go higher 
because the cost of the service is constantly 
tending upward and the railroads are con- 
stantly being made to render better serv- 
ice, The increase in their traffic has enabled 
the roads to make a profit in the past. in 
spite of the upward movement of all prices, 
but that increase does not go on uniformly 
and tends to become less ag the country 
grows older.“

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ROAD RULES: “NO CIGARETS”; 
FORBIDS “OFF DUTY SMOKES.” 
Many Officials Poke Fun at Oder of 
Supt. Easley of Rock Island’s Arkan- 
sas Division. 


Employés on the Arkansas éivision of the 


Rock Island railroad who are accystomed to 
regale themselves with an occasional cigaret 
will be obliged to do go behind the barn ” 
hereafter, according to an order announced 
yesterday by Supt. Basler. 

The order has not been extended to other 
divisions of the road, however, and the great 
majority of the Rock Island employés still 
will be allowed to indulge their fancy for the 
weed while off duty. The views of Supt. 
Easley on the habit apparently ere not shared 
by his superior officers, several of whom, it is 
rumored, sometimes use the paper rolis them- 
selves. 

No other road entering Chicago has gone so 
far as to specify what a man may smoke ia 
his hours of leisure, although it is the general 
practice to forbid smoking of any wind while 
on duty. 

Officials of the Rock Island, 

Wabash, and Northwestern said y never 

had issued such an order, and many of them 

ridiculed the idea. An official of the Burling- 
eald: 

“It ie all right to prohibit smoking in the 
offices or during the hours of service, but to 
order that a man shall not smoke whatever 
he pleases at all other times is absurd, if for 
no other reason than that such a rule cannot 
be enforced.” 

Other officials expressed the opinion that it 
was no part of a railroad’s function to at- 
tempt to supervise the morals of its employés. 

On the Alton and Clover Leaf roads it is 
not considered to be good policy to make any 
such sweeping prohibition, although there is 
a generally accepted understanding that the 
cigaret fiend is an undesirable citizen.”
